His first mate was Captain Ed Porter, 
of Lorain; Sydney Jones, of Marior 
City, Mich. , wa-s chief enfrineer. There 
was a wheelman named King, whr 
formerly lived in Vermillion, oat ha; 
latelj made his home In Chioaga The 
only sailor known by me was a vonn^ 
man named Thompson, who hailed from 
Vermillion, formerly nearly the en- 
tire crew were from Vermillion, but 
about a month ago Captain WeekH, 
while in Buffalo, discharged most of hi- 
old men and shipped new ■ailon, whose 
Barnes have never been reported to the 
general ofl9ce." 

The Gilcher was an iron boat, bnilf 
by the Cleveland Ship Building com- 

Eij and pat into service a year ago la^^t 
J. She was valaad at |iK)0,0O0, aiul 
wai insured for |180,000. She had a 
cargo of 80,000 tons of ooal and was 
boand from Buffalo to Milwankee. She 
wae last heard from when she passed 
Mackinaw Friday. It is the general 
supposition here that she mast have 
struck upon the South Fox reef during 
Friday night and had a hole knocked in 
her bottom. 

The boilders of the Gilcher claim that 
the wreckage now being washed ashore 
does not tally with any part of the work 
on this boM. Her owners are con- 
vinced, however, that she has gone 
down with all on board. She carried a 
large metallic life boat and enongb 
small boats to carry about thirty men. 
As far as is known hsra thart were no 
passengers on the GHloher when she left 
Buffalo.

PiTTSBi i{(», Nov. Ii.— The fifth day of 
the lams cfise ojioued with Colonel Haw- 
kins on the w'.^ness stand and his cross- 
examinatioii by Attorney lams was con- 
tinued.

During the cxatu- 
ination of witness a numl)erof rulings 
were made by Judge Porter touching 
the authority of military commandern 
to inflict summary punishment upon 
members of their command for breai hes 
of discipline which w^ere considered fa- 
vorable to the defendants. 

In re-direct examination Colonel Haw- 
kins said the punishment inflicted on 
Private lams was in accordance with 
military cnstom-s. 

Senator Robbins next submitted in 
evidence the enlistment papers of Pri- 
vate M. L. lams. 

Robert Herbert, of the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch, was the next witness railed. Mr.

He TVas Celebrated for RU Aretle Explo 
ratUiiiH, llitvlng lS<'<*ii In ( oiniiinnd of 
the Expedition Which Went In Senr«b 
•fair 4eiui Fraaktla. 

Portland, Or.. Nor. 8.— About 5 
o'clock yesterday morning Lit utenanl 
Frederick Schwatka, the famous Arctic 
explorer, was picked up on . First street 
in an unconscious condition. Besidt 
him lay a bottle of laudanum. A patro! 
wagon was called and the lieutenant 
was removed to the police station, where 
he soon died. It was nndoubtedly a 
case of suidda. 

Lieutenant Schwatka had been suffer- 
ing from a complication of troubles ami 
hM shown symptoms of apoplexy on 
nnmerons occasions. His stomach had 
of recent years given him mnoh trouble, 
and for the purpoee of finding relief he 
used small qnantitiea of budanum, 
usually from ten to twenty drops. Tues- 
day evening his stomach trouue cam« 
on with such severity that he com- 
plained bitterly and sought relief. He 
went into a drug store and asked for 
two ounces of laudanum. 

The clerk did not reccM^ize the lii<n 
tenant, and asked him if he had a pre- 
scription. He replied he had not, but as 
he was a graduate of Bellevue coUege 
he could soon write one. The clerk re- 
plied that it was not necessary, and 
gave him the drug and registered the 
transaction. He talked about his ail- 
ment, but otherwise appeared in excel- 
lent spirits.

In ISSD he ma te 
an expedition to the nortburu part of C)i<l 
Mexico, practically unexplored on account 
of the pntaeooe of the warlike Apaches 
Many interesting relics of the A/.tec civil- 
sation were found, and studies made of the 
cliff and cave dwellers, of whom Schwatka 
estimated there were from 8,000 to 12,000 in 
Chihuahua alone. 

Lieutonaat Schwatka received the Ro- 
quetto Arctic medal from the Geographi- 
cal society, of Paris, and he was bouorarv 
member of several foreign societies. Hm

of the Cold."

During the dav Heath appolt^ted ( 
colored man as deputy, and when tiu 
sheriff and marshal met in a saloon, 
this caused some ill feeling, but it ended 
in the officials drinking together and ex 
pressing mutual regard one for the 
other. Later, however, the sheriff and 
marshal met near the court house, while 
the sheriff was homeward bonnd, and it 
is claimed that the i.iarsbal struck the 
sheriff with a dub, knocking him upon 
his knees. The sher;ff then used his re- 
volver, taking caret'nl aim and lodginR 
a bullet in his oy-- lonent's bowels. The 
marshal fell di au. 

A great crowd collected after tht 
shooting, and for a time there were in- 
dications of a dangerous riot, but cotilei 
coun.-el prevailed, and the sheriff was 
suffered to jiroceed to jjail, where ht 
surrendered mmself to his jailer as a 
prisoner.

It is intimated that 
whisl^ bad much to do with the killing.

The burning cars ;.,'rently 
hampered their efforts, but Ind it not 
been for th' ir bravery the loss of life 
would ha . c been mnch greater.

This will render the iden- 
tification of the dead in some oasss ex- 
tremely difKcnlt 

A wrecking train was dispatched to 
the scene as soon as the fact of the dis- 
aster became known. A number of 
physicians were carried to the wreck 
and they at once devoted themselves 
to relieving the sufferings of the in- 
jured. 

Among those on board were the 
Marquis of Tweeddale, who escaped un- 
injured, and the Marquis of Huntly, a 
lord in waiting to Queen Victoria, who 
was bruised and had a thumb bruken. 
Among the dead is Captain Duncan Mo- 
Leod, of the Forty-second Highlanders. 
Relief trains hare been dispatched to 
the scana of the di-aster. 



Another Wreck. 
LivBBPOOL, Nov. 3.— Many of the peo- 
ple who were on the Birkenhead ferry- 
uoat last night when it collided with the 
ship Eurydice had hardly got over their 
scare on that occasion when they met 
with another accident that was far morei 
serious in its results. A large number 
of these people boarded a train on the 
Mersey railway, still talking among 
themsolves of their narrow eecape from 
drowning. As the train was leaving 
the ferry station it ran into an engine 
and was wrecked. Three of the passen- 
Kers were killed an<l fifty were injured. 
It is thought that stmie of the injured 
will die. Many of tho injured passen- 
gers refused to continue their journey, 
fearing that a farther accident might 
befall them.

"doctor of law" or of "theology." im- 
plies that be is a "doctor of m emcine,'* 
thus misleading the publio.
